An E-mail from Ron Hershey enquiring about the BC-639 struck an old cord. 
This receiver with the BC-640 

Transmitter was extensively used as communications for (principally) 
Ground-to-Air in forward and rear, fixed and mobile 

(princip;ally) Air Traffic control. 


During the 1950's, I maintained 12 BC-640's and several BC-639's at an RAF 
airfield "somewhere in Lincolnshire-England". (hi!) 

The receivers were VFO or XTAL control and covered 100 to 156Mc/s. The audio 
was tied to a line amplifier and a dedicated 

telephone line connected ATC Radio room on the airfield and the "remote 
site". ( about 5 miles away ) The transmitters were also 

"remoted" , the site being about 5 miles in the other direction. All control 
was performed by the air traffic control. 


Overall, the greatest problem with the BC-639(A) receivers was noise and 
drift in the OSC. The tubes in the front end were, (if I remember correctly) 
9001's and 9002's? I do not remember ever trying to operate a '639 on VFO. 
The crystal formulation for the BC-639 Rx and BC-640 Tx was the same as for 
the RAF's other ATC stalwarts...the T1131 Tx and R1132 receivers. This was 
no accident as the shortage of crystals in Gt Britain in the early war years 
forced 

designs upon the Allies that normally woluld not have been...if crystals had 
been abundant. Hence the need for variably tuned recivers in the VHF and UHF 
bands. 


You will see that this equipment Has Air Ministry nomenclature plates on 

the red ones) as well as the U.S. plates. The designs were co-opted between 
Britain and the U.S. Bendix was chosen as THE contractor as they were very 
"pliable". JFYI...the British stock numbers IF they contain a "110D xxxx" 
number indicate U.S. origin! 


Overall the BC-640 was a better/ longer life Tx than the British T1131 (only 
going to 124 Mhz...the '640 going to 156 Mhz) The R1132 was overall more 
stable than the BC-639. It may be of interest to note that Bendix used the 
basic design of the SCR-522 (originally a British "starting" design) in the 
BC-639) 

"full circle", modified SCR-522's repacked into a single front panel, 19" 
rack mounted...nomenclature TR-5043?? (help!!) supplemented the higher power 
BC-640's and '639's as a "local control" ATC radio. An advantage to the 
modified SCR-522 was a squelch that worked!! 


Forgive the meanderings....just wanted to try to get the "history" correct 
too. ! 


The early 1950's was a great time to see a lot of the WW11 gear before it 
became obsolete. The BC-639 quickly went by the wayside. I remembered them 
being surplused right after WW11....some continuing on till the early ‘60's. 
The BC-640's were still in operation in the '80's..principally by the FAA in 
this country. I believe that the lack of HK-24G/ 3C24's PA tubes ( for 50W 
o/p) "killed" the operations. Anyway thats another story........ TG WA4MRR.

>old wax’. 


The automotive silicone removers sold by auto paint and body shop 
suppliers may help remove silicones from old gear, but they are 
not completely effective. Most contain methylene chloride, 


toluene, and other solvents like benzene (carcinogenic), xylene 
and naphtha. They work because you generally remove a significant 
amount of the original paint finish by sanding before repainting a 
car. Most of the silicone goes with the dust. The methylene 
chloride is the only ingredient in these producing any significant 
solubility of the polymethylsiloxane oils (silicones). This is 
the main ingredient in paint removers so... 


These removers may damage the paint of old gear too. They will 
certainly dissolve lacquers and soften many of the acrylic 

paints. The old fashioned alkyd enamels will probably hold up OK 
but you should always test first (many may be softened). With 
most radio gear, it is usually desired to just polish old finishes 
enough to remove the scratches, but not remove nearly as much 
paint as is done in auto refinishing. 


The safest thing is to never use silicone waxes or polishes on old 
gear unless you are quite certain the item will never need 
repainting again.

I totally agree. The order of priorities is (1) clean it up, (2) repair 
it, (3) touch it up and (4) finish with your favorite preservative 
treatment. A polish does not hide scratches and dings as well as it blends 
touch up work so make the effort first to fix the scars. A complete 
repaint is a tricky job left to those who have tried and failed. If you 
slather polish onto a poor looking panel someone down the road will 
probably have a worse set of probelms to overcome. I hate to see 
repairable radios turned into corpse des parts.

The TM Reprint thread on MILSURPLUS has uncovered a mystery. Most of you= 


are familiar with or at least have heard of the AN/URM-25* Signal Generat= 
or 

which covers 10 KC to 50 MC. This generator was made in various models 
from AN/URM-25 through AN/URM-25H, with both the G and H models being 
modifications of the AN/URM-25D. I have thought for years that the E mod= 
el 

was skipped, which wasn't that unusual a thing for the Signal Corps to do= 


(see the model letter lists for the BC-312 or BC-348 families). The Sign= 

al 

Corps manual for the F model is TM 11-5551E, and there's plenty of 
precedent for that as well. In most other cases, it means that the Model= 
E 

had been skipped. 


However, I got a message yesterday from a member of one of the lists who 
actually has an AN/URM-25E, and now that I've brought the subject up, I'm= 


sure that seven more will come out of the woodwork! The nomenclature of 
the generator proper for the AN/URM-25F is SG-103/URM-25F. For the E it 
is 

reported as being SG-111/URM-25E, which is actually a higher number than 
for the F!??? I don't have an F handy so don't know what contract or 
contracts they were made on, but this E was made on Navy contract 
NObsr-63060 by CWV (Harvey-Wells). =

Jim Garland wrote (in reference to the Valiant) 


> Some users like to replace a trouble-prone 
> 2W resistor in the power supply also... 


Dear Jim and fellow Anchorites, 


The notorious resistor in question is a 2W 18K ohm 
carbon comp unit, identified as R3 in the Ranger 

I and II as well as the Valiant I and II. It is found 
inside the VFO compartment in all models and 

serves as the dropping resistor for the OA2 VFO 
screen shunt regulator. 


This particular resistor has an unusual and spectacular 
failure mode. Over time, its resistance _decreases_, 
causing the OA2 to draw more current. The increased 
current through the resistor aggravates the decreasing 
resistance, right up to the final moments when the OA2 
is virtually directly connected to a stiff 300 volt 
supply. The hapless operator usually has no indication 
that anything is amiss until catastrophic failure. In 
most cases, the OA2 will bravely try to haul 300 volts 
down to 150 until the glass melts and sucks in. This 
usually generates enough heat to discolor or even ignite 
the phenolic component board through which it passes. 
In my case, I was in the middle of an AM transmission 
when my Valiant II caught fire. 


The fix is to replace R3 with a 5 watt wirewound resistor. 
Many people prefer to move it out of the VFO compartment 
and mount it below the chassis. 


In my experience, carbon resistors usually fail high or 
open. The two exceptions I've seen in thirty-some years 
of troubleshooting were both R3's out of Johnson VFO's. 
Can anyone shed some light on what's happening here? I've 
thrown this question out a couple of times over the years 
but never heard a real good explanation.

I don't know the failure mechanism, but I know of one other first-hand 
example: 


Many years ago, when the earth and I were young, I was troubleshooting an 
APN-70 loran set on a Navy test bench. The AFC wouldn't lock onto the 
master pulse, and the manual "drift" control wouldn't stop the motion. The 
crystal-controlled timebase was a tad too fast. Swapped out the big 3-pin 
rectangular plugin crystal with a known good one, and no joy. The B+ on 
the oscillator tube was 30 or so volts high, due to a shorted carbon 
composition decoupling resistor. Replacing it restored the right freqs 
and, hopefully saved some navigator's butt. (How to get lost over the 
Pacific on a brilliant starry night in a P2V is too far off-topic for 
here.... I'll just say it involves a newly-minted ensign who must have 
slept through celestial navigation...). 


So composition carbon can (rarely) fail shorted. I'm kinda envious of the 
spectacular failure mode, though!

Dear Mr. Hanlon, 
This answer comes courtesy of Paul Rinaldo, WA4RI, who is in Geneva: 


The 4 kHz figure is not a limitation on bandwidth allowed by amateurs at HF. 
It simply says that where actual necessary bandwidths are less than 4 kHz, 
as in the case of CW or SSS whose necessary bandwidths are less than 4 kHz, 
the minimum necessary bandwidth of 4 kHz will be used for the purpose of 
calculating the 250% transition point where spurious emissions begin. 


This is a technical point. It in no way affects DSB AM having a necessary 
bandwidth larger than 4 kHz. In that case, the actual necessary bandwidth 
(rather than 4 kHz) would be used for the calculations.

Subject: "Out Of Band Emissions" 


I just copied the following from "Threats to our bands." 


"Out-of-band (00B) emissions are not those outside an 
allocated band but those emissions just 
outside the necessary bandwidth for a 
given type of emission. In other words: key clicks or 
splatter. Spurious emissions are beyond 
OOB emissions and begin at 250% of the necessary 
bandwidth. 


"At the January 1999 meeting of ITU-R 
Task Group 1/5, the UK presented a paper proposing 

that amateur OOB limits be based on a 
minimum necessary bandwidth of 4 kHz at HF, 25 kHz 

at VHF, and wider bandwidths at higher 
frequencies to take phase noise into account. Peter 

Chadwick, G3RZP authored the paper, which 
was approved by TG 1/5 Drafting Group 3 

(chaired by Paul Rinaldo, W4RI). The 
document was endorsed by the IARU represented by 

Frank Butler, WA4RH. 


"At an August 1999 TG 1/5 meeting in 
Assen, Netherlands, IARU spokesman Ken Pulfer, 

VE3PU, introduced a paper proposing OOB 
limits for amateur space stations to be the same 

limits already approved for amateur 
(terrestrial) stations. In a separate action, the ITU-R 

Conference Preparatory Meeting in 
November 1999, approved text recommending that amateur 

earth stations be subject to the same 
spurious emission limits as amateur stations because the 

equipment used will most likely be the 
same. This matter is expected to be decided by 

WRC-2000. 


" TG 1/5 met in Bangalore, India in 
January 2000, and amateur interests were represented by 
Hajo Brandt, DJ1ZB (IARU) and Paul 


Rinaldo, W4RI (ARRL in the US Delegation). Peter 

Chadwick, G3RZP (UK Delegation) also 
participated. The task group may hold its final meeting 

in October 2000 in Geneva. Our goal is to 
maintain what has been achieved through the 

cooperative efforts of the IARU and 
national amateur society representation." 


A 4 kHz bandwidth limitation on the HF bands would put all 
DSB plus carrier AM operations out of business. I certainly 
hope that my ARRL is not backing this!
